Smith's performance will be filed by 
the American Aeronautic association 
for entry in the record# when and *f 
a new classification is made. Miss 
Smith conformed to the requirement 
of exceeding the previous record by 
one hour. 
Breaks Two Other Records. 
Miss Smith, who secured her pri­ 
vate pilot’s license last year, broke 
two other records at l l o’clock last 
night. At that hour she had been 
aloft eight and three-quarters hours, 
longer than any other woman’s solo 
flight In this section and a longer 
stretch of night flying than had been 
accomplished by any other woman 
solo flier. 
The blond aviatrix did her night 
flying with only the beacon light a1 
the field to guide her. At her request, 
armv officers did not turn on the 
flood lights until she fired a red 
flare from her signal pistol as an In­ 
dication that she was about to land. 
When she took off at 2:17 p. rn. 
yesterday, the youthful aviatrix had

Through this plan tho Legion hopes to carry Into 
every home in East Liverpool certain fundamental rules 
of heraldry 
Indicative of the 
proper method of dis­ 
playing the Mag, which represents a living country and 


s itself considered a living thing. 
As every citizen should know, the flog should be dis­ 


played only from the sunrise to sunset and should fly 
from every flagpole ever., day, weather permitting, but 
especially on all national and state holidays and on 


historic and special occasions, the code suggests. 
The pamphlet, which is illustrated, lists points to bear 


in mind in paying homage to the colors. 
Among the 
cautions stressed are the following: 


Do not dip the flag of the United States of America 
to any person or any thing. The regimental color, state 


flag, organization or institutional flag will render this 


honor. 
Do not place any other flag or pennant above or, if 


on the same level, to the right of the flag of (he United 
States of America. 
Do not uc3 the flag as drapery in any form whatso­ 


ever. 
Use hunting of blue, white and red. 
Do not drape the flag over the hood, top, sides or 


back of a vehicle, or of a railway train or boat. 
When 


tho flag is displayed on a motor car, the staff should be 


affixed firmly to the chassis, or clamped to the radia­ 
tor cap. 


The code should be read and the suggestions heeded

by every American citizen, for the flag Is the symbol 
of liberty and we should learn to love it.

Air Lawlessness 


Regulations for sky travelers—which eventually may 
result in internatioual treaties guarding agaluat aeried 
bootlegging and hijacking and aerial smuggling of alien*} 
—are nearing completion. 
Since the passage of the Air Commerce act of 1920, 
which provided for the formation of rules governing tho 
arrival of aircraft passengers from foreign ports, scores 
of conferences have been held by officials of the Com­ 
merce, Labor and Treasury departments. 
The headt of these three arms of the government are 
charged with formulating the rules and they are about 
ready to promulgate definite recommendations. 
Public health department officials have finished their 
part of the survey and suggest less vigorous restrictions. 
They believe (hat waiving the requirement for a bill of 
health from all persons entering tho country by plane 
might help. 
This measure has been in effect since 1920. 
It has been found that few possibilities exist for 
transmitting contagious diseases In such manner. 
The 
smallessness of air passenger lists and the probability 
that there will be no air steerage class for many years 
to come remove virtually all health hazards from that 
source, it is said. 


Customers and immigration officials, however, have a 
far different and a more complex problem with which 
to deal, and many think the only solution lies in Inter­ 
national treaties. 
Few effective existing bars are seen against smug­ 
gling diamonds and aliens in by air. 
And if aerial smuggling and bootlegging develops 
to any considerable, extent, aerial hijacking is visioned 
as being not far behind. 


Holland s Big Job 


WASHINGTON, I). C., Jan. 31 
-The most conserva­ 
tive hanking institution in the world, tho Hank of Eng­ 
land, has startled bankers, business men, statesmen, and 
economists everywhere by suddenly giving increased 
publicity to its affairs. 
In all probability th e change In 
attitude is due to the American business influence which 
gradually Is permeating Iiritish affairs. 
To Americans the 'act that a bank of semi-public 
character should go on year after year, transacting the 
business of the financial community as well as tho fi­ 
nances of the state, seems almost Inexplicable. 
When 
our own federal reserve act was written it was provided 
that each federal reserve bnnk should publish each week 
a Hill statement revealing its precise condition—capital, 
surplus, volume of loans and discounts, acceptances, 
deposits, notes outstanding, and all other information. 
This has been done regularly and ^jost daily newspapers 
publish the figures. 
No one in the country can com­ 
plain that he does not know where the federal reserve 
system stands. 
Also, national banks are required by tho comptroller 
of the currency to ihako periodical publications of the 
details of their condition. 
In like manner, the banking 
commissioners of the several states require reports from 
state-chartered institutions. 
There is one conspicuous exception in tile United 
States, especially conspicuous bec ause of the world-wide 
fame of tho "institution. 
Tho banking house of J. I*. 
Morgan lias never published a statement of its condition 
and there is no law- existing which requires it to do so 
It is not a national bank, nor Is it a state bank. Neither 
the federal government nor any state government has 
the right, under existing law, to examine it or require a 
publication of its accounts, 
it is a purely private bus! 
ness. 
None but a few officers of tho bank knows what 
its deposits are or the amount of its loans and discounts. 
one bas the right to demand a statement of account 
fftm J. P. Morgan any more than ho would have the 
right, to accost a stranger on tin* street and demand to 
know how much money lie had in his pocket, how much 
in ills bank account, and what property he owned, what 
debts lie owed. 
That was tho situation of tho OM Lady of Thread 
needle Street, a term of endearment used iii London to 
denote the Hank of England, until 1833. 
In that year 
parliament required that tho Hank of England provide 
the chancellor of tile exchequer with a weekly state­ 
ment of certain items and that the chancellor should 
publish tile statement every three months in the London 
Gazette. 
Tho parliament which passed the act requiring this 
publication apparently was not made up very largely of 
bankers, for the items specified, while important, were 
by no means complete. 
In fact only four Items were 
called for and only four furnished, to wit, the circula­ 
tion, deposits, securities, and bullion. 
And the two for­ 
mer items constituting the liabilities and the latter two 
constituting the assets did not balance. 
The Rank of 
England actually was solvent, capital and surplus and 
many other items being left wholly out of the statement, 
merely because they had not been called for. 
It is an Interesting speculation as to whether the 1S33 
aet of parliament requiring this first publication of an 
inkling of the Bank of England’s position was not prompt­ 
ed by American experience. 
It will be recalled that at 
precisely this time Andrew Jackson, as president of 
the United States, was in the midst of his struggle with 
the Rank of the United States which, it was charged, 
tried to dictate to congress and otherwise overshadow 
by the financial power, die course of government. 
Before long it was realized that the meager report 
published quarterly regarding the Bank of England did 
not help any one very much. 
So in 1844 a new act was 
passed requiring weekly publication but leaving to the 
bnnk itself, to a considerable extent, the choice of what 
items it should make public. 
Up to 1878 the reports 
were fairly good, although still meager, but from that 
date the bauk discontinued 
reporting the amount of 
hankers’ balances held and the volume of temporary ac­ 
commodations—two highly important items. 
In other 
words, the bank stopped telling how much money it had 
on deposit to insure its solidity and iioty much money 
It had lent. 
; .* 
Even IWW the report does not give one-tenth the in­ 
formation Abe federal reserve banks of the United States 
give to the public each wrtek. 
England la a conservative nation and the Bank of 
England tho most conservative of English institutions. 
The reason for the long reticence of the Bank of England 
was the belief that the country would be far better off 
lf the public did not know the ups and downs of the 
bank. 
Speculation would be encouraged by frequent re­ 
ports. 
At periods whe* 
the bank was in a strained 
condition, general public knowledge might bring about 
a financial situation highly subversive to the solvency 
of tho institution whereas, lf nobody were alarmed, the 
period would be tided over. 
Again, if it were shown 
that the bank were In an extraordinarily good condition, 
an unwarranted boom might be started.

As a matter of fact, I ain not inter­ 
ested iji diseases nearly as much as I 
am in such modes of living as will 
prevent the development of diseases. 
To live such a life that you can snap 
your finger at discase, is much better 
and wiser than to spend a lifetime in 
getting rid of an ailment. 
There are many disorders of the 
body. 
When one of them appears It 
is natural 
for 
the patient and his 
friends to ask a lot of questions. They 
are eager to know all about th© na­ 
ture of the particular ailment. In the 
presence of the family doctor the pa­ 
tient and family may be timid or for­ 
getful. 
After the physician has hur­ 
ried on to his next charge, all unite 
in expressing regret that they forgot 
to ask questions. 
Knowledge of the common diseases 
and much about the human ailments, 
too, should be Included in the educa­ 
tion of 
th© 
masses. 
Knowledge is 
rower, it is said, and I am confident 
knowledge of the causes and nature 
of disease is an incentive to its avoid­ 
ance. 
But I started to tell you about a 
certain disease of 
the nervous sys­ 
tem. 
This is known to the doctors 
us "sclerosis” or "multiple sclerosis.” 
That you may understand it, I must 
tell you 
something about how the 
brain and spinal cord are made. They 
are constructed of soft and 
tender 
material. 
This substance is held In 
place by a firmer supporting tissue, 
called the "neuroglia.” 
My scientific 
friends will laugh at the comparison 
I am about to make, but it will serve 
a useful 
purpose if it makes clear 
to 
the 
lay 
mind 
the 
underlying 
changes which take place in certain 
diseases of the brain and spinal cord. 
The neuroglia may be likened 
to 
th© waxy cells of the 
comb which 
enclose and contain the honey, lf the 
cell walls should thicken materially, 
the cells would be restricted, the cell 
space 
would 
be 
lessened and of 
course this would reduce the 
quan­ 
tity of honey it could hold. 
In sclerosis, in which there is hard­ 
ening of 
the nerve tissue, the neu­ 
roglia is so increased that the brain 
and nerve 
cells 
ar© 
squeezed and 
hardened. In consequence, the nerves 
which arise In these particular cells 
are rendered more or less useless. 
In 
multiple or disseminated scle­ 
rosis, this condition Is found here or 
there, in more than one spot. 
There 
ar© patches scattered throughout the 
brain and nervous system. 
Just what will happen to the vic­ 
tim depends on what part or parts 
of 
th© 
nervous system may be in­ 
volved. 
The sight, speech, muscles, 
power to walk, and the various spe­ 
cial senses may be affected. 
Twitch­ 
ing of the 
eyeballs is a common 
symptom. 
The 
disease 
is 
not inherited, al­ 
though several members of the same 
family may be subject to the 
same 
exciting cause and 
in 
consequence 
may suffer alike. 
Scarlet fever and 
other infections diseases, as well 
as 
injuries to the brain and cord may 
be causes. 
It is an obstinate and chronic dis­ 
ease. 
Its development is very slow.

Says Buckley Used Alias 
COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 31. — That 
Bort B. Buckley, state treasurer, now- 
on trial in federal court on bribery 
and liquor conspiracy charges used 
the alias C. A. O’Brien, was the state­ 
ment of John L. Schrim per Just be­ 
fore he left the w itness stand at 
the trial this morning.

It Is my information that Jones is 
in line to go “up” to one of the vice 
presidencies of the association on the 
1930 ticket or, at the worst, not later 
than the following year.
